This muft be apply’d co thofe of fome Condition in 
Life, who have abjured and re-abjuréd the Pretender and 
Prpevy, and yet have taken Arms in direct Oppofition 
to their own repeated Obligations: The Carholics have 
the Cioak of their Religion to cover their civil Apoftacy, 
thefe have no Covering.

we will, in this Paper, tatk firft upon this laft Motive 
Intevcfi, for that muft principally be fuppofed to bind 
them. 

Jo the firft Place, they muft pay their Compliments to 
this their new Mafter with tome Difadvantage. Surely, 
as they bring the Teftimonials of Perjury and Ingrati 
tude to recommend themielves to his Favour, will shis 
Five-I’retender, do they conceive, give Credit toWrerches 
like thefe ? Creatures, that have profkfledly deftroy'd 
all Confidence and Faith that can be between Man and 
Man: Can they propote to him any Security that they 
have not already broken through? What Security can 
they give him that they did nor give his Grandfather? 
Will he not treat themas Men of fuch dereftable Prin- 
Ciples deferve to be treated? And laftly, if their new 
Mafler thould fucceed, thefe Traitors would be look'd 
upon as the lowcit in the Creation ; if nor, as bluthless 
as they may be by Complexion, they are not furely fo 
immodett as to conceive they can be intiruled to Mercy,

would refent it; the wild Jndian by a fmall Light of 
Nature, with the faioteft Glimmering of Reafon, ab- 
hors it; even in the brute Creation there are Inftances 
innumerable of the moft amiable Gratitude and Vide- 
lity. 

If fome of thefe Men, and feme fuch there are, pre- 
tend they a€& out of Confcience, and believe that 
James the Second, could by no Act cf his, eivher quit 
or forfeit his Tile, and that the Pretender as his Son 
hath an indefcajible hereditary Pict, tho’ they for many 
Years, tho’ they have frequenily fworn Allegiance to 
his Majefty, and abjured this Pretender : Can there be 
a more infamous Character? No private Robber or 
Affaffin can rife to this Degree of Villany 5 in thort, 
your abjuring Facobites are a flrange Sort of monttrous 
Idiots who rebel only to be Slaves. 

Now let us talk a little with thofe Gentlemen, who 
may be urged co Rebellion by Envy or Malice, piqued 
by Revenge, or Rimulated by Ambition. 

In the firft Place, they muft give me Leave to fay, 
that no Caufe whatever (much icfs any ignoble Paffion) 
can juftify a Man for taking Arms againft bis Country; it 
isa moft unnatural J7mpiety, ‘tis Parricide, qnd the highett 
Breach of the Laws of civil Society, This we fhall 
be convinced is truc if we confider a little.——Shoul¢ 
every Man imagine he hath a Right to do what feemeth 
beft in bis own Eyes, and to put this wild Imagination 
ot his in Praétice, there would be an End at once ot all 
Policy, Truft, Subordination, regular Society, and 
Virtue itfelf, and Liberty would immediately be converied 
into Licentiou/nefs. 

The principal Reafon why Government or Society 
was at firft, and is now eftablifhed, was to prevent this 
Diforder, and to proteét Mankind againft one another. 
For this Purpofe, they bound themfelves, by certain 
inviolable Rules, which they call’d Lawes, and the

the barbarous Enemy. Camillus was thea in a neigh- 
bourtog Ton of dtaly, but frock with che Mifery of 
his Country, be rmmediatcly arm’d as many of the 
Countrymen ay he could get tegether, he morch'd di- 
reétly to Rome, he was intorm’d ihe Gauls were in full 
Security enjoying their new Conquetts, and inch: iated 
with Sleep and Wine, he attacked them in the Middle 
of the Night, and made a great Slaughter of the bars 
barous Enemy. The Citizens, like People rien from che 
Lead, came immedia ely and joined him, and diclared 
him Diéfator; but he told them he could, by no Means, 
receive this Honour until he had obrained the Affent 
of the young Patricians who defended the Cayitc/, and 
who were then the only true Reprejentatives of the Repub- 
lick, he was by them ecleéted Didator, and foon afver 
drove the Invaders out of /taly, 

In this laft laftance, we tce this great Man did not 
think he was at Liberty to aét as Didfator, ‘vill he had 
been, according to the Laws, properly a thorized. 

W hat I endeavour to inculcare ik, That every A&tion 
of any Cruaen, in the lcaft coutrary to the Laws of the 





perpetual Guardians ot thefe Laws, were the Magifirates, 
who, by Agreement of the Society, had Powes given 
them to punifh thofe who violated thefe Laws. Had ir 
been otherwife, there might have been as many arbi 
trary Governmerts as arbitrary Heads, and thele wouid 
either have deftroy’d all Laws, or refolved :o govern 
themfelves, and live according to their own capricious 
Humours. Therefore a good Citizen, tho’ he fhould be 
wronged, unjuftly punifhed, ill treated, or even ba 
nifhed by his Country, ought by all Means, it is abfo 
lurely his Duty, to iubmit and obey, his Country is (ll 
to have his firlt Regard. It in Exile, he fhould he al- 
ways ready, when call’d upon, to recarn, to defend her, 
and, if there be Occafion, to die for her. It is to be 
obferved, that all political Writers, who have treated 
upon Government, make this Duty Aronger and tuye- 
rior to that which we owe our Parents, or any otner re- 
lative Confiderations ; fince, without this, there can be 
no fixed and regular Society. 

Hiltory abounds in Examples which confirm the 
Troch of what Lhave here laid down, 


Society, ts Criminal, and ought to be flriétly guarded 
aguintt by a wrtuous Mao, Whar then thall we lay 
of thofe who net ouly break thro’ all the Laws of their 
Country, but take Arms apuinft her, and endeavour by 
all in their Power to enflave and fetter their Fellow 
Subjeéts, avd break down every Fence which the Wif- 
dom of our Avceftors had ratted againft Popery and arbi- 
trary Power, and to let in upon us at ouce all the Har- 
rors of Slavery and Supers ion. 

And now, perhaps, Lmay be asked, am I fe vain to 
imagine by avy Arguments I can eft to prevail upon 
thele aburdoned Wireiches to quit thet iniqu tous Par- 
potes? Temay be nor, bat Reston aod Cruth may pre- 
vent fome not as yet tuily determined, or deter, or in- 
lighten others; however, I Ct joy the pleafiog Con- 
lcoutnefs of having endeavoured to do what Good I 
can at thiy dingerous Conjunéture, and throw in my 
Mite co the Service ol my Country.
